sense. It is just as necessary to them as 
any other subject on the school curriculum, 
and will do more to lengthen their lives 
than a knowledge. of Gaelic or familiarity 


with the books of Mr. Euclid. 

Last year in the Irish Free State 
children caused 477 road acciden 
involving motor vehicles and 37 fatal. 
Adult pedestrians caused as many acci- 
dents, but fewer road deaths. 

More than a quarter of the persons 
killed in road accidents were children. 
The number of children under six years 
of age to be killed rose from 16 in 1935 
to 24 last year. 

Restricting the motorist may be 
suggested as ofe way by which these 
accidents to children might be reduced, 
but that is not. the best way. Very often 
the motorist has been exercising all 
reasonable care when he has been in- 
volved in an accident with a child victim. 

More could be done to increase’ road 
safety for children if the importance of 
caution was ‘‘drilled into them” from 
an early age. After a fe” more genera- 
tions road sense may be instinctive and 
natural. At present it has to be acquired. 
Children should be told :— 

To keep to the pavement: 

Not to cross the road without the 
assistance of a grown-up; 

To look right and left before cross- 
ing from a tramcar to the pave- 
ment; / : 

Not to attempt to steal rides on 
vehicles ; 
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actually changing up and opening full 
throttle before they brake again. And 
the road climbs like a modern Jacob's 
ladder. On the old Madonie circuit it 
climbs till the cars are lost. Three thou- 
sand and seven hundred feet it climbs. 
And after Geraci this wild road drops 
again; drops in eight miles two thousand 
five hundred feet; so that the cars come 
down like fleeting deer across the moun- 
tain face... .’’ 


No More Florio 


AA SAE quotation is from Sicilian 
Circuit, and is part of the Earl of 
Cottenham’s description of the Targa 
Florio. I am tempted to quote further 
from the book, but others may not share 


my enthusiasm for the picturesque moun- 
tain race on the last of the old-time 
courses. i 

This year there is to be no Targa Florio. 
It has disappeared from the - sporting 
calendar. In its place, however, the Targa 
Primavera Siciliana is to be run by t 
Reale Automobile Club on April 28th. 
Valuable prizes will be offered, and every- 
thing will be done to make the event a 
success; but can it be better than a 
palpable substitute for the genuine 
““Circuit of Sicily ?’’ 

The reason for the abandonment of the 
Targe Florio is that in recent years it 
was not attracting the first-class drivers. 
Yet, look at'the names of the winners 
since 1930 (when the Alfa~-Romeo monopoly 
commenced): Varzi, Nuvolari, Nuvolari 
again, Brivio and Varzi,, 7

rules without the necessity for repetition, 
but the majority will require to be con- 
stantly under instruction. 


““ Save the Children *- 


CAMPAIGN with the object of train- 
sng children to become ; ' perfect 
danger-conscious citizens’* is to be intro- 
duced in English schools under the direct- 
tion of Mr. Hore-Belisha, the Minister for 
Transport. 
Fifteen hundred children are killed 
annually on the roads of Great Britain, 
and the campaign is aimed at substantially 
reducing this total. 

Two committees have been set up to 
‘‘consider and advise what steps can best 
be taken to promote road safety among 
children and what forms of instructi>. 
are best adapted for children of different 
ages as a regular part of their school 
curriculum.” 

Safety-first songs, thrilling games in 
which Belisha beacons, traffic signals, and 
small boys pretending to be policemen 
figure; free cinema entertainments show- 
ing what happens to “ Reckless Rupert ”' 
and ‘‘ Careful Carrie’’ ; classroom lectures 
by cheerful traffic policemen in uniform: 
all these are likely to be the important 
items in the curriculum. 

Northern Ireland set an example a 
number of years ago, when lectures on 
road sense were delivered in the schools 
by member of the Traffic Section of the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary.

In the old days— 
that is, prior to the 1928 Tourist Trophy— 
when ‘‘ the Grand Prix’’ was mentioned, 
ijt, was the French Grand Prix which was 
ineant. 

It was the successor of the Gordon- 
Bennett races and the old place-to-place 
events like the Paris-Bordeaux and the 
Paris-Berlin. 

In those days races were few and entries 
consequently numerous for those which 
were held. To-day races are numerous 
and the competition for entries severe. 
Only twelve entries have been received for 
the French race, which is to be held at 
Montlhery on June 23rd. Six of those 
are German.

We print to-day the text of a document 
which we have received for publication 
from the “Army Council” of the Irish 
Republican Army.

New that she has re- 
armed all the deplorable possibilities 
are immediately clear. Germany is once 
more fit to take an active part in any 


longer a helpless ally or victim, but a 
formidable Power. The danger of 
war, indeed, is so close that Europe 
either must disarm, instead of talking 
about disarmament, or face the issue. As 
matters stand to-day, the omens seem to be 
in favour of war. The Little Entente has 
declared that any effort by Germany's 
former allies to follow her example and to 
rearm themselves will be met by the 
instant mobilisation of its armies; and 
in that event the Great Powers will be 
embroiled without a week’s delay. It is 
a great pity that France and Italy made 


‘such haste to make Germany s rearma- 


ment a matter for Geneva. The situation 
which Herr Hitler has created is so serious 
that it can be handled only with the 
utmost delicacy or with the utmost firm- 
ness, and the League cannot command 
either quality. It is fortunate, indeed, 
that Britain has chosen to intervene so 
decisively and yet so tactfully. Her 
diplomacy has prevented any arrogant 
outbursts by Germany which might have 
acted as a spark to the powder. The ques- 
tion now is whether she can retain her 
control, 

By this time, doubtless, the Germans 
have realised that they acted hastily, as 
well as foolishly, by their repudiation 
of the Versailles Treaty. We must hope 
that they will make amends by a reason- 
able attitude towards the British Ministers’ 
proposals to-day.’ Britain, France and 
Italy have declared openly their belief that 
Germany is in the wrong, Whereas France 
and Italy, however, insist that Germany 
must pay for her fault, Britain prefers to 
let bygones be bygones, and, accepting the 
fact of Germany's rearmament, to work on 
that basis for a settlement of Europe's 
problems. Her attitude will be justified 
by success. The important thing is that 
peace shall be preserved until the whole 
problem can be thrashed out in a-calm 
atmosphere. If Herr Hitler and his 


Sir John Simon and Mr. Eden to-day, it 
is highly probable that the atmosphere will 
be relieved. Otherwise the result can only 
be Germany's isolation—the one circum- 
stance which would be fatal to all prospects 
of peace in Europe—and a renewal of bitter- 
ness against her. In spite of her flagrant 
breach of the Treaty, she has an oppor- 
tunity to-day to reinstate herself. If she 
accepts the British terms, it is eminently 
possible that France and Italy, reassured, 
will accept the position as Britain has 
accepted it; and, if she can be induced to 
return to the League of Nations, the 
world's prospects of peace may be fairer 
than they have been for a long time past. 
Signor Mussolini's arrogant speech of last 
Saturday, following upon the news of 
France's military preparations, threatens 
to add a new and jarring note to the 
conversations in Berlin. On the other 
hand, they may help Germany to realise 
that she is in a tight corner, and that she 
would do well to accept a sensible means

Irish Fruit 


A meeting was held at the Cistercian 
Monastery, Mount Melleray, last Saturday 
under the auspices 6f Muintir na Titre. 
The subject under discussion was the 
marketing of fruit. It is seldom that one 
hears anything about the fruit trade in 
Ireland, and, consequently, the addresses 
delivered at this meeting are of great 
interest. ‘The most general source of dis- 
content among fruit-growers seems to be 
the scarcity of markets for their produce. 
A very great amount of fruit is imported 
into this country, with the result that the 
Irish grower often finds himself left with 
his produce on his hands, since the market 
already is saturated when he offers his 
fruit for sale. This unfortunate condition 
of affairs tends to discourage those who 
would like to grow apples, or any other 
fruit, on a large scale. The greater part 
of their crop may prove to be valueless. 
There is a second attendant difficulty to 
be overcome by fruit-growers. At auctions 
a practice has arisen by which auctioneers 
only will receive bids from traders, with 
the result that the gtower ig compelled to 
accept prices which are some way below 
the actual value of the fruit. When the 
grower’s expenses are deducted from his 
sales, he is left with an inadequate profit 
for-his labour. At the meeting it was 
decided that the Executive Council should 
seek to establish markets in various centres 
throughout Ireland, so that growers might 
not be compelled to bring all their fruit 
to Dublin, in the hope of disposing of it 
at any price which would yield them a 
protit, however smal]. With alternative 
markets at the disposal of the producers, 
there is a reasonable hope that prices would 
rise, since the demand for the fruit is not 
confined to an area which imports the 
major part of its supply. A second decision

WO Civic Guards were shot in the legs, 
| and another had a very narrow 
escape, in two shooting affairs. which 
occurred in Dublin at about midnight on 
Saturday night last. | 
; The first shooting oceurred in Grafton 
street, when three young men - with 
bicycles shot at Sergeant Victor Lockhart 
and Guard Humphrey O’Leary, who re- 
fused to comply with the men’s orders to 
put up their hands. The Guards were 
both wounded about the knees, and the 
‘men escaped on their bicycles. 

The second shooting occurred at Corn 
Exchange place, near the site of the old 
Theatre Royal. Four men, also with 
‘bicycles, came to the end of the street 
fand fired about six shots at Guard Thomas 
| Daly, who was on duty there. One of 
the bullets passed through the Guard’s 
coat before he had time to take cover. 

Later . yesterday morning two men, 
Michael Byrne and Herbert Earnshaw, 
both stated to be "bus drivers, were brought 
from their homes and detained at College 
Street Police Station, where about ten 
men were interrogated during the day. 


“HANDS UP” ORDER 


Sergeant Lockhart and Guard O'Leary, 
the injured men, had just met outside 


mounted, turned back, and approached the 
sergeant and his companion. They ordered 
the Guards to put up their hands, but 
they, thinking that the affair was a joke, 
did not do so. The order was repeated 
and then given a third time, but still the 
Guards did not comply. 

Suddenly four shots were fired by the 
men, and Sergeant Lockhart and Guard 
O'Leary fell, the former with a wound in 
his left knee and the other with a wound 
in the right knee and a flesh wound in 
the thigh. 

The men immediately took their bicycles 
and rode awav. 

A texi-cab was passing at the time, 
and the driver, seeing that the two men 
were injured, drove them to Mercer’s 
Hospital, where they have been detained. 
The Corporation ambulance was sum- 
moned, but the men had been taken away 
when it arrived. 


TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


The second shooting occurred at about 
the same time at_Corn Exchange place, 


which is off Burgh quay, near Butt 
Bridge. Guard Daly was on duty when 


four men rode up the quay on bicycles, 
coming from the direction of the South 
Wall. At the end of the street they dis- 
mounted, and one of them walked towards 
the river wall. : 

Suddenly the men opened fire on the’ 
Guard, who, taken by surprise, remained 
still “for some seconds and then took 
refuge behind the corner at the other end 
of the street. As he was getting out of 
the line of fire one of the bullets passed 
through his coat, narrowly missing his 
body. 

The men fired about six shots before 
they mounted their machines and rode 
away. 

There were some pedestrians in the 
vicinity at the time, but the affair was 
over before they could take any part in it.

THOUSANDS OF POUNDS

TORES attached to Killoghort Creamery, 
S near Carrick-on-Shannon, were burned 
to the ground early this morning. The 
building, which is a fine twe-store 
burned in 1921 by the Black-and-Tans, and, 
following compensation awarded by the then 
County Court Judge Brown, were rebuilt. 
The stores. served a wide area in North 
Roscommon and the whole of South Leitrim, 
and contained several thousand pounds’ worth 
of goods of all descriptions, including, it is 
understood, such inbbsntnabts matter as 
paper, oils and timber used in making butter 
boxes. 
When the fire was noticed this morning 
between 7.30 and 8 o'clock, it was impossible 
to ave the store, as it was then a raging mass of 
flames. The members of the farming com- 
munity who gathered and the Civic Guards 
and employés could only concentrate on pre- 
venting the spread of the fire to the creamery 
adjoining. This they succeeded in doing, but 
the books of the creamery and stores were 
destroyed by the fire or by the water used 
in extinguishing it. 
Carrick-on-Shannon town hose was brought 
into action, the supply of water Jocally being 
sufficient to cope with the fire. 


Thé heavy downpour of ‘rain during the 
night. and morning was responsible for pre- 
venting the spread of the fire to the creamery 
until help arrived to cut off the building. 
Had the creamery groper been destroyed 
it would have meant-@n incalculable loss to 
the farming communit§.

LAND FOR TENANTS 

Senator Cummins said that the cottiers 
were treated. as a class apart as regards the 
provision u: land. No attempt was made to 
provide for them, notwithstanding the fact 
that more than half the cottiers in rural 
areas were the descendants of those who had 
been driven off the land. It might be urged 
that the granting of five acres or so of addi- 
tional land would create more congestion, but 
in places where larger tracts of land were 
not available two, three, or five acres had 
been added to uneconomic holdings, and 
every cottier was as much an economic 
holder as those whose holdings had a roor 
law valuation of from £2 to £4.

SIR GEORGE CLARK 


One of the greatest romances of industry 
in Irish ‘ile is recalled by the death, 
which took place in Belfast on Saturday, of 

ir Geotge Clark, Bart. Sir George, who 
was born at Pais sá educated = Bag 
burgh, came to ast as &. 
neteen, and, along with the late. Mr, Frank 
Workman, founded the shipbuilding firm of 
Workman, Clark and Co. From small be-

The premises were extended from time to 
time mil they covered an area of 150 acres.

Twice their output for a year was the largest 
in the world, the maximum reaching 120, 
tons. At that time the average number of 
men employed was about 9,000 men, and the 
weekly wage bill £22,000. —.

nection with it. He ong hard against the 
transfer; even going the length of taking the 
matter to the Courts, and when he failed he 
and his family withdrew from the firm, which 
to-day, after a drastic reorganisation, still 
bears his name. 

Sir George, in addition to his work as a 
shipbuilder, had many activities. For years 
he was the chairman of the Great Northern 
Railway and a director of the Bank of Ire- 
land, as well as of Scottish Maritime Invest- 
ment Co., Lid., arid the Ulster Steamship 
‘Co, He received'his baronet¢y in 1917. 

He was a prominent Unionist and a hard 
worker in Lord Carson's campaign against 
Home Rule, For three years he sat at West- 
minster as M.P. for North Belfast, and he 
succeeded Lord Pirrie. as a Senator of 
Northern Ireland, He was also a member of 
Belfast Harbour Board, an active Orangeman 
and a yachtsman. He married, when only 
twenty years of age, a daughter of Mr. Henry 
Motier, a prominent Belfast linen merchant. 
lady Clark died in 1929, Two sons survive— 
Mr. George Ernest Clark, the heir to the 
haronetey, and Henry Douglas Clark, 
barrister, formerly a captain in the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders.

THE MOST REV. ROBERT 
BROWNE, D.D. 


The Most Rev. Robert Browne, D.D., 
Catholic Bishop of Cloyne, whose death was 
briefly announced on Saturday morning, was 
born at Charleville; Co. Cork, in 1844. He 
was consecrated bishop on August 19, 1 
iy the Arclibishop of Cashel (the Most Re 

» Croke) at St. Coleman’s Cathedral, 
Queenstown. When a lad of fourteen vears 
Dr, Browne entered as a pupil at St. Cole- 
man’s College, Fermoy, and in 1860 he 
matriculated in Maynooth College, where he 
completed his theological studies as a 
member of the Dunboyne Establishment in 
1870. He was ordained priest in Maynooth 
in 1869, and appointed Professor in St. 
Coleman’s .College, Fermoy, the following 
year, thus going back as. professor to the 
scene of his early studiés. In 1875 Dr. 
Browne was-appointed Dean of Maynooth 
College, and became Vice-President in 1883. 
Two years subsequently, in. 1885, he became 
President of Maynooth College, a position 
which he filled until his appointment as 
Bishop of Cloyne. 

Though the long period of his episcopacy 
has been marked by many stormy incidents 
in Ireland the Bishon of Cloyne, who was 
ever & churchman first, never obtruded him- 
self into the political arena. | His greatest 
work was, indeed, the completion of St. 
CGoleman’s Cathedral, which is one of the 
most beautiful and imposing ecclesiastical 
buildings in Ireland. Though keeping apart 
from political movements, and thus avoiding 
the passions to which such movements give 
rise, the Most Rev. Dr. Browne was always 
identified with the popular cause, and was 
an unwavering. supporter of the Free State 
‘yovernment since it came into existence. 
Although past his eightieth birthday the 
Bishop went out on the tender in stormy 
weather in, Cork Harbour to extend a wel- 
come to President Cosgrave, when he re- 
turned from a holiday in France in January, 
1925. He only yielded reluctantly to the per- 
suasion of his friends, and withdrew to” his 
house after midnight, when it was found that 
the Atlantic liner on which President 
Cosgrave was travelling would be late in its 
arrival. When, on November Sth, 1924, he 
celebrated his eightieth birthday, he was 
made the recipient of a remarkable demon- 
stration of love and loyalty by the people— 
& demonstration gn which the members of 
other religious communities inf the diocese 
heartily co-operated. The greetings included 
= autograph letter to the bishop from Pope 

ius 

In recent years Dr. Browne was not as 
active as of yore—a perfectly natural conse- 
quence with one of such venerable age—and 
he had the assistance from 1926 of a coad- 
intor bishop, but he was able to attend the 
Catholic Neasa ation ceremonies in the 
Phenix Park in 1929, when 85 years of age, 
and was also á striking figure in the 
Eucharistic Congress ceremonies held in 
Dublin, when he was able to be present, not- 
withstanding the burden of his 88 years.

FRUIT-GROWING 


With regard to fruit-growing the Con- 
ference decided to try to secure the estab. 
lishment of local markets for home-grown 
apples aud other fruit; requested the De- 
partment of Agriculture to prohibit tha im- 

rtation of all fruit which can be grown at 
some; called for legislation to protect 
growers from Psy in by shopkeepers, 
aud recommended that apples be sold by 
weight, and not by number. 

The Rev. Brother J. J. Crehan, Mount 
Sion, Waterford, mentioned complaints about 
the lack of loval fruit markets and the small 
return obtained on the Dublin market by the 
producer, after transport and handling costs, 
plus the auctioneers’ commission, had been 
paid. He said that there seemed to be a 
practice whereby thu auetioneers would only 
take the bids of the apple dealers, and this 
operated against the grower secuiing a pro- 
per price. 

In a paper on “ Dietetics,” with particu. 
lar réference to fruit, vegetables and cereals, 
read by Dr. D. J. MeCarthy, M.O.H., Dun- 
garvan, he said that the State should be 
úrged to still greater efforta to increase 
tillage; suitable facilities should be provided 
for the inclusion of practical horticulture in 
aie i secondary and technical education. 
and young people should be advised 
to regard white bread as & dangerous type 
of food, á 


FOOD CULTURE 


He continued: “ A change is necessary ; 
most of the land of this country is only being 
partially utilised, Let us stop the flight of 
our young people from the rural districts ; 
let us create industry for them by establish- 
ing a new era in food culture, It should be 
easy to establish a Government Department 
which, with the assistance of experts, would 
deal with. this big roblem. We can pro- 
duce sufficient f for all our needs, ‘This 
is the solution of most of our present social 
evils—the increased establishment on the land 
of our young ple as cottiers and small 
farmers.

EVILS OF BIRTH 
CONTROL 


SUBVERSIVE OF THE 
STATE 


DR. H. SUTHERLAND’S 
VIEWS

1. HALLIDAY SUTHERLAND, the 
Dea Scottish physician and /ittera- 

teur, oy wéolg at the cae Pee a 
Dublin, yesterday evening, in aid of the 
Central Catholic Library, Merrion square. 

In the course of his lecture he said that 
birth control was a movement that was 
subversive of the State itself, and was based 
on a “philosophy that waa totally false. At 
the end of the eighteenth century, when 
Malthus gaye, his so-called law that popula- 
tion incteases in geometrical progression, 
whereas food supplies could only increase in 
urithmetical progression, that law was 
accepted as an irrefragable truth. Jo 
Catholics, and, indeed, to Protestants, it was 
a most obnoxious doctrine, because it seemed 
absolutely incompatible with loving God. Ir 
1801 the population of England was three and 
a half miliiovs, and, ander the Malthusian 
theory, it was calculated that the popula- 
tion would be four hundred and fifty millions 
by 1901. in point of truth, in 1901 the 
population of England was only thirty-two 
and a half millions. They knew now that 
that law of Malthus was false. They were 
not ‘suffering to-day from over-population, 
but from over-production, or, rather, from 
somé extraordinary series of errors in the 
means of distribution. 

Since 185C the birth rate in England had 
been declining und the Registrar-General, in 
each decadal report, had issued a warning 
that, year by year, the proportion of old 
people in the community was increasing, and 
that the proportion of young people was de- 
creasing. ip twenty years’ time, assuming 
that things go on as now, said Ur. Suther- 
land, the number of children under fifteen 
years of age will be. halved, the number 
between fifteen and forty-five will be reduced 
by a quarter, and there will be five million 
fewer people in. Kngland—that is as much 
as if tne «entire population of London were 
wiped out in a night. The number of 
women over sixty-five will be doubled, the 
number of young boys will be halved. 

That, said Dr. Sutheriandy was a very 
serious outlook for any country, and yet 
they had only one statesman in bngland who 
foresew it «nd warned the -ountry of the 
consequences. Mr, Wineton Churchill pointed 
out that there wuuld be a heavy burden of 
taxation ov & small minority of workers 
who would nave to support a large number of 
old peopte. 

WHAT WAR MAY DO 
Dr. Sutherland referred to tha burden of 


two million pounds a day, and said that ii 
there were another European War it would 
be the end of Europe. ‘The only way to 
avert that, in his opinion, was by the estab- 
lishment of an International Court of Equity, 
with an International Air Force to enforce 
its decisions. ) 

When conditions of life were easy, he con. 
tinued, the birth rate tended to fall, and th 
times of hardship the birth rate tended to 
rise. That was a universal law throughout 
all nature. It was very interesting to con- 
sider ite application to the. human popula- 
tion, Between 1800 and 1820 there was a 
Semi-famine in England, and yet during the 
first decade the population increased: by 14 
per cent., and in the second decade by 17 
per cent. It was exactly the same in Ireland 
during the years of the so-called famine—at 
a time when food was being exported. 

In different classes they could see that as 
circumstances improved so the birth rate 
fell. Solicitors and clergymen had the 
smallest families ; .miners aid dock labourers 
the jargest. It was said that that. showed 
that the wealthier classes were practising 
birth control. He would be sorry to belong 
to any people who, as a mass, took up the 
e money. they, had the 


pletely out of their « control 
a force which . governed human fertility. 
it would be a most dangerous thing to inter- 
fere with that law -and: attempt to alter its 
operation by the ‘artificial means of birth 
control, 

In progoung a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, Dr. J. B. Magennis said that one 
method of birth control had fallen almost inte 
disrepute—that was eugenics. i
